WARRANT  FOR  ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Wilton  in  the  County 
of  Hillsborough  and  State  of  New  Hampshire 
qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  appear  at  the  Town  Hall 
in  said  Wilton,  on  Tuesday,  the  13th  day  of  March  next, 
at  twelve  o'clock  noon  to  choose  all  necessary  town 
officers  (polls  will  not  close  before  six  p.  m.)  and  at 
7:30  p.  m.  at  the  School  Auditorium  to  act  upon  the 
following  subjects: 

1.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Town  Officers,  Agents, 
and  Committees  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

3.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard 
to  real  estate  taken  over  by  the  Town  for  non-pay- 
ment of  taxes. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  budget 
as  prepared  by  the  Budget  Committee  or  make  any 
alterations  relating  thereto. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Tax  Col- 
lector to  appoint  a  deputy  or  deputies,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Chapter  41,  Section  38,  of  the  Revised  Sta- 
tutes Annotated  of  New  Hampshire,  or  take  any  action 
relating  thereto. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Tax  Collector  to  charge  an  additional  amount  of  twenty 
cents  on  each  Poll  Tax  not  paid  by  September  first,  for 
use  of  the  Town  as  provided  by  statute. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue 
the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  or  take  any  action 
relating  thereto. 


8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  Pro- 
posed Building  Code  drawn  up  anl  approved  by  the 
Planning  Board,  as  provided  by  the  vote  taken  under 
Article  14  of  the  1961  Town  Warrant  at  the  last  an- 
nual town  meeting,  the  provisions  of  which  proposal 
are  found  in  the  1961  Town  Report  and  are  included 
herein  by  reference,  or  take  any  action  relating  thereto. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase  a 
truck  for  the  Highway  Department  at  a  cost  not  to 
exceed  $7500.00  of  which  $4500.00  will  be  taken  from 
the  Post  War  Fund  and  raise  and  appropriate  the  bal- 
ance not  to  exceed  $3,000.00,  or  take  any  action  re- 
lating thereto. 

10.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  re- 
gard to  the  report  of  the  Sewer  Study  Committee,  as 
provided  by  the  vote  taken  under  Article  12  of  the  1961 
Town  Warrant  at  the  last  annual  town  meeting,  rela- 
tive to  the  adoption  of  the  provisions  of  Chapter  252 
of  the  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated, 
1955,  and  any  amendments  thereto,  or  take  any  action 
relating  thereto. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rescind  the 
vote  taken  at  the  Town  Meeting  in  March  1961  to 
celebrate  the  200th  Anniversary  of  incorporation  of 
the  Town  in  1962  and  vote  to  celebrate  the  same  in 
1964,  along  with  Old  Home  Day  or  take  any  action 
relating  thereto. 

12.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  to  defray  Town  charges  for 
the  ensuing  year,  including  town  officers'  salaries,  town 
officers'  expenses,  election  and  registration,  municipal 
court,  town  hall  maintenance,  police  department,  fire 
department,  including  brush  fires,  care  of  trees,  in- 
surance, damage  by  dogs,  civil  defense,  Blue  Cross, 
health  department,  vital  statistics,  sewer  maintenance, 
town  dump,  bridges,   town  road  maintenance,  street 
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(SUPPLEMENT  TO  THE   1961   WILTON  TOWN  REPORT) 

PROPOSED   CODE    FOR    BUILDING   AND   SANITATION    IN 
TOWN  OF  WILTON,  N.  H. 

ARTICLE  I 

PREAMBLE 

The  following  code  is  proposed  for  adoption  to  promote  the  health, 
safety,  morals,  general  welfare  and  civic  rights  of  the  inhabitants  of 
the  incorporated  Town  of  Wilton,  New  Hamphire,  by  providing 
safety  from  fire,  adequate  areas  between  buildings  to  be  erected, 
various  rights  of  way,  by  preserving  the  rural  charm  now  attached 
to  our  Town,  the  promotion  of  good  civic  design  and  arrangements, 
now  therefore  these  articles  are  hereby  enacted  by  the  voters  of  the 
Town  of  Wilton,  New  Hampshire,  in  official  Town  Meeting  convened. 

ARTICLE  II  —  BUILDINGS 

New  building  construction,  major  alterations  to  the  outside  of 
existing  buildings,  or  any  different  use  from  which  existing  buildings 
are  now  used,  the  placement  of  trailers  or  mobile-homes  will  require 
a  permit  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

A  permit  shall  not  be  required  for  repairing  any  existing  build- 
ing where  the  purpose  for  which  the  building  is  used  is  not  changed. 
A  permit  shall  not  be  required  for  the  construction  of  small  camps 
for  logging,  hunting,  maple  sugar,  fishing  and  like  purposes  which 
may  not  by  their  nature  and  use,  conform  to  the  requirements  of  this 
ordinance. 

To  protect  the  rights  of  all  Town  property  owners  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  reserves  the  right  to  deny  a  building  permit  for  the  erec- 
tion of  any  building  or  group  of  buildings  or  the  placement  of  trailers 
or  mobilehomes  which  in  their  opinion,  would  be  detrimental  to,  or 
lower  the  valuation  of  existing  adjoining  properties.  This  ordinance 
shall  not  at  this  time  affect  any  existing  buildings  built  or  placed 
previous  to  this  ordinance  except  that  when  which  time  any  new 
additions  or  structural  changes  thereto  shall  take  place,  a  permit  will 
be  required. 

A  building  under  500  square  feet  in  area  for  a  one  story  frame 
house  will  not  be  erected  or  remodeled  for  the  primary  purpose  of 
a  permanent  living  abode  for  a  family  of  three  or  more  persons. 

A  building  of  any  size  will  not  be  erected  for  the  purpose   of  a 
permanent  living  abode  without  fulfilling  the  following  requirements: 

(A)  Proper  siding  (no  tar  paper  exposed) 

(B)  Electric  wiring  shall  conform  to  the  National  Board  of 
Underwriters  Electrical  Code. 

(C)  Chimney  Construction.  No  chimney  shall  be  built,  erected, 
or  altered  below  the  roof  unless  containing  a  tile  or  brick  lining  and 
with  an  iron  clean-out  door  at  or  near  its  base,  and  shall  extend  at 
least  three  feet  above  the  roof.  No  chimney  shall  be  built,  erected, 
or  altered  below  the  roof  having  wood  or  other  combustible  materials 
within  one  inch  of  the  chimney  and  no  chimney  shall  have  its  base 
resting  upon  any  floor  or  beam  of  combustible  material. 

— over 


(D)  Smoke  Pipes.  No  smoke  pipes  shall  be  installed  or  erected 
so  as  to  be  within  twelve  inches  of  any  combustible  floor  or  ceiling, 
unless  amply  protected  with  non-c  imbustible  material.  No  smoke 
pipe  shall  be  installed  or  erected  which  passes  into  or  through  parti- 
tions or  walls  of  combustible  material,  except  when  guarded  by  a 
double  collar  of  metal  with  air  space  of  at  least  five  inches,  or  by 
at  least  five  inches  of  brick  or  other  non-combustible  material  between 
the  pipe  and  the  combustible  material. 

ARTICLE  III  —  SANITATION 

(A)  Cesspool,  septic  tank,  or  sewage  disposal  area  shall  herein- 
after be  constructed  or  maintained  no  less  than  75  feet  from  the  edge 
of  a  public  water  body  or  from  a  dwelling  other  than  that  to  which 
it  is  appurtenant,  or  as  required  by  the  State  Board  of  Health. 

(B)  Except  for  existing  Town  and  private  sewage  systems,  no 
waste  waters  or  sewage  shall  hereinafter  be  permitted  to  run  free  into  a 
public  water  body  or  be  discharged  in  any  way  that  may  be  offensive 
or  detrimental  to  the  health  of  others.  All  such  waste  shall  be  con- 
veyed away  underground  through  use  of  an  accepted  sanitary  system 
or  in  such  a  way  that  it  will  not  be  offensive  or  detrimental  to  health. 

(C)  All  sanitary  systems  shall  hereinafter  be  constructed  and 
maintained  in  accordance  with  standards  set  and  enforced  by  the 
N.  H.  State  Department  of  Health  and  by  the  N.  H.  Water  Pollution 
Commission. 

ARTICLE  IV  —  JUNK  YARDS 

Junk  yards  may  continue  in  operation  after  the  effective  date  of 
this  ordinance,  provided  they  comply  with  the  following  regulations 
to  be  enforced  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  as  follows: 

(A)  Fill  out  the  Town  Property  form  annually,  or  in  lieu  thereof, 
agree  in  writing  to  accept  the  valuation  of  the  junk  yard  as  set  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

(B)  Completely  enclose  the  Junk  Yard  with  a  continuous  solid 
fence  of  such  height,  not  less  than  eight  (8)  feet  in  any  case,  so  as 
to  screen  completely  the  operation  of  the  junk  yard  from  any  State 
or  Town  or  private  road,  or  any  adjacent  residence. 

(C)  Any  person  or  persons  engaged  in  the  business  of  collecting 
junk,  such  as  old  metal,  old  bottles,  old  paper  products,  old  rubber 
products,  two  or  more  unregistered  motor  vehicles,  and  other  second- 
hand articles,  the  accumulation  of  which  is  detrimental  or  injurious 
to  the  neighborhood,  shall  have  a  suitable  building  in  which  such 
accumulations  shall  be  kept,  after  securing  a  permit  for  such  from 
the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

ARTICLE  V  —  AMENDMENTS 

This  Ordinance  may  be  amended  by  a  majority  vote  of  any  legal 
town  meeting  when  such  amendment  is  published  in  the  warrant  call- 
ing for  the  meeting,  and  when  such  amendment  has  received  a  public 
hearing,  which  hearing  has  been  advertised  and  given  a  legal  fifteen 
day  notice.

Park  on  a  hot  August  afternoon.  The  Wilton  Youth 
Center  has  miraculously  turned  this  area  into  one  of 
the  most  inviting  swimming  pools  in  New  England. 

Townspeople  are  cordially  invited  to  enjoy  the 
cool  water  and  modern  facilities  provided  at  the  Park 
during  the  Summer  season. 
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WILTON  HIGHWAY  REPORT  -  1961 

In  the  year  1961  the  cost  of  Winter  Maintenance 
was  high  due  to  the  large  amount  of  snow,  which  totaled 
approximately  125  inches.  In  January,  31  inches;  Feb- 
ruary, 20  inches;  March,  25  inches;  April,  10  inches; 
November,  12  inches;  and  December,  27  inches.  During 
this  time  there  were  three  northeast  storms,  one  in 
January  which  dropped  20  inches  of  snow;  one  in 
February  which  dropped  18  inches  and  one  in  Decem- 
ber, on  Christmas  Eve,  which  left  17  inches  of  snow. 
There  were  also  four  storms  of  10  to  12  inches  in  depth. 

You  will  note  there  were  large  storms  in  six  of  the 
twelve  months  of  the  year.  So  you  can  see  that  1961 
was  a  hard  winter  for  Road  Maintenance,  making  it 
costly.  One  hundred  and  eighty  tons  of  salt  and  about 
400  cubic  yards  of  sand  were  used. 

Summer  maintenance  for  1961  was  normal  as  there 
were  no  severe  storms.  The  Summer  Maintenance 
consisted  of  road  grading,  cutting  brush  and  general 
maintenance.  During  the  month  of  July,  the  T.R.A. 
money  was  used  to  build  the  Old  Reservoir  Road  from 
the  home  of  Douglas  Chapman  to  Rurton  Highway, 
.8  of  a  mile.  As  there  was  not  enough  money  to  com- 
plete the  job,  it  is  planned  to  complete  it  this  year. 
During  the  first  two  weeks  of  August  we  built  a  new 
road  to  the  homes  of  William  P.  Whiting,  Jr.,  and 
David  VanAlstynes,  giving  the  town  .2  of  a  mile  more 
road  and  were  reimbursed  by  the  property  owners. 

During  the  first  week  of  July  and  during  the  month 
of  August,  resurfacing  of  six  miles  of  tar  roads  was 
done.  Seven  miles  of  this  type  of  road  should  be  done 
each  year  to  keep  them  in  shape  as  we  now  have  30 
miles  to  maintain  and  must  be  resurfaced  every  four 
years. 

During  the  months  of  September  and  October, 
most  of  the  time  was  spent  in  cutting  brush  and  clean- 
ing roadsides. 
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In  regard  to  new  equipment,  the  highway  depart- 
ment is  asking  for  a  new  4%  to  5-ton  truck  to  replace 
the  International  truck  we  now  have  which  is  11  years 
old.  The  Town  cannot  afford  to  put  off  the  buying  of 
this  for  another  year  as  this  is  the  only  large  piece 
of  equipment  the  department  has.  The  Town  must 
have  at  least  one  large  truck  to  take  care  of  the  back 
country  roads. 

We  are  also  in  bad  need  of  a  tractor  loader  for 
shoveling  gravel  in  the  summer  and  cleaning  up  snow 
in  the  village  in  the  winter  months.  The  department 
has  been  badly  handicapped  this  winter  by  not  having 
a  good  loader  to  clear  the  village  area  and  has  been 
forced  to  hire  equipment  for  the  purpose.  The  town- 
owned  tractor  is  14  years  old  and  is  not  suitable  for 
this  heavy  work.  I  feel  the  Town  should  not  put  off 
the  buying  of  some  type  of  equipment  for  this  pur- 
pose more  than  another  year  as  the  department  can- 
not properly  maintain  the  roads  and  streets  properly 
without  one. 

Again  I  want  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation 
to  my  employees  for  their  fine  cooperation  during  the 
past  year  and  all  townspeople  who  have  assisted  us 
in  many  ways.

In  these  days  of  constantly  rising  taxes  and  wages, 
any  unnecessary  expense  is  an  added  burden  on  everv- 
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one's  pocketbook  —  yours  and  mine.  Forest  fires  cost 
money  and  damage  our  valuable  woodlands.  Light- 
ning sets  some  forest  fires,  but  we  have  no  control  of 
lightning.  Children  cause  many  fires.  Ninety-eight 
percent  of  our  forest  fires  result  from  human  careless- 
ness —  our  carelessness.  This,  we  —  you  and  I  —  can  do 
something  about. 

When  we  require  you  to  obtain  a  permit  for  out- 
of-doors  burning  or  forbid  you  to  burn  on  days  of 
high  fire  danger  or  set  up  regulations  —  hours,  etc., 
governing  the  use  of  the  town  dump  —  we  are  simply 
protecting  yours  and  the  town's  interests. 

The  ever-present  threat  of  forest  fires  is  the  con- 
cern of  all  of  us;  the  responsibility  for  preventing  them 
is  ours,  and  the  costs  of  extinguishing  them  are  ours. 
We  can  do  something  about  this  problem,  by  being 
aware  of  and  alert  to  the  danger  and  by  cooperating 
with  your  warden. 

Do  the  things  that  are  required  of  you  — 

1.  Follow  the  warden's   directions. 

2.  Secure  the  required  burning  permit. 

3.  Keep  your  fires  under  control.

REPORT  OF 
THE  SOUHEGAN  RIVER  WATERSHED  STUDY 

The  final  work  plans  were  submitted  and  approved 
during  1961,  and  thirteen  (13)  impoundment  dams  will 
be  built  in  the  watershed  area.  The  plan  calls  for  two 
or  three  dams  to  be  constructed  each  vear  for  five 
years,  with  completion  of  the  project  set  for  1967. 

The  geological  survey  is  now  completed  on  one 
site  in  New  Ipswich  and  is  underway  on  two  more, 
one  in  New  Ipswich  and  the  second  in  Greenville. 
Whether  all  three  of  these  will  be  built  in  the  coming 
year  depends  to  an  extent  on  the  action  the  town  of 
Greenville  takes  at  its  Town  Meeting  since  this  is  a 
dual  purpose  dam.  The  other  two  will  go  ahead  as 
scheduled. 

It  is  not  now  established  at  what  period  during  the 
project  the  work  will  be  done  on  those  dams  scheduled 
for  Wilton.

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REPORT  OF  SEWER  COMMITTEE 

As  a  committee  we  feel  that  serious  consideration 
be  given  the  sewer  department  in  regard  to  its  self 
support  of  maintenance  and  extension. 

We  recommend  that  the  statutes  pertaining  to  sew- 
ers be  adopted. 

We  suggest  a  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  con- 
sisting of  three  members  be  elected  by  the  people  at 
the  1963  annual  town  meeting:  one  commissioner  chos- 
en for  a  three  year  term;  one  commissioner  chosen  for 
a  two  year  term  and  one  commissioner  chosen  for  a 
one  year  term. 

We  suggest  a  normal  entrance  for  new  entrances 
and  a  yearly  sewer  rental  fee  for  those  whose  drains 
enter  the  sewer  system. 

One  main  concern  for  suggesting  the  fee  is  hav- 
ing to  construct  a  sewerage  treatment  and  disposal 
plant  at  some  future  date. 

We  have  approximately  275  entrances  to  our  sys- 
tem now  and  the  expense  of  installing  a  disposal  system 
will  be  tremendous. 

Other  than  the  money,  a  second  problem  is  where 
to  build  lagoons  and  plants  to  accommodate  our  present 
piping  and  any  additional  lines  that  the  town  may  see 
fit  to  construct.

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REPORT  OF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  NURSE 

To  the  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  Wilton: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Public  Health 
Nurse. 

This  past  year  all  the  calls  for  home  care  and  fol- 
low up  work  were  carried  out.  Some  of  these  calls 
were  under  town  jurisdiction  while  others  were  for 
State  Welfare,  Veterans  Administration,  Gripped  Chil- 
dren's Services  and  the  State  Department  of  Health. 
In  all,  629  calls  were  made. 

People  were  aware  that  clinics  were  available  and 
a  good  response  was  shown  at  six  of  our  seven  clinics. 
The  six  well  attended  clinics  were  for  pre-school  chil- 
dren at  which  time  we  administered  vaccinations, 
polio  vaccine  and  triple  toxoids  to  214  children  and 
eight  mothers.  The  adult  polio  clinic  in  May  was  not 
too  well  attended  with  only  21  injections  given.  These 
clinics  were  successful  through  the  efforts  and  interest 
of  Dr.  Galloway,  Mrs.  Marie  Fahey,  R.N.,  Mrs.  Alice 
Holt,  R.N.,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Stevens,  R.N.,  Mrs.  Char- 
lotte Pollock,  R.N.,  Miss  Margaret  Morrison,  R.N.,  Mrs. 
Lucille  Dube  and  Mrs.  Violet  McGrath. 

It  has  been  most  gratifying  that  I  received  61  tele- 
phone calls  asking  for  instructions  as  to  health  care.

Article  3.  The  matter  of  the  action  of  the  Town  regard- 
ing real  estate  taken  over  by  the  Town  for  non-payment  of 
taxes  was  left  to  the  Selectmen. 

Article  4.  It  was  voted  to  take  up  this  article  with  article 
15. 

Article  5.  The  Tax  Collector  was  authorized  to  appoint  a 
Deputy  or  Deputies. 

Article  6.  The  Tax  Collector  was  authorized  to  charge  an 
additional  amount  of  twenty  cents  on  each  poll  tax  not  paid 
by  September  1st. 

Article  7.  $500.00  was  added  to  the  parks  and  playgrounds 
appropriation  to  be  used  for  band  concerts  by  the  Wilton  High 
School  Band. 

Article  8.  It  was  voted  to  discontinue  as  an  open  high- 
way and  make  subject  to  gates  and  bars  the  old  Rideout  Road 
(the  northerly  terminal  of  which  is  at  the  Silver  Bridge  crossing 
the  Souhegan  River  at  the  Captain  Clark  Road  or  Old  Wilton 
to  Mason  Road,  and  the  southerly  terminal  of  which  intersects 
said  Captain  Clark  Road)  on  Abbot  Hill,  except  for  that  small 
portion  of  the  same  that  commences  at  the  north  line  of  the 
Rideout  Farm  buildings  (now  owned  by  Donald  and  Merry 
Brown)  and  runs  southerly  to  the  end  of  the  town  road  con- 
structed in  1957  which  runs  easterly  from  said  Captain  Clark 
Road  to  the  Rideout  Farm  buildings. 

Article  9.  It  was  voted  to  indefinitely  postpone  action  on 
this  article,  concerning  the  discontinuing  as  an  open  highway 
and  making  subject  to  gates  and  bars  the  Joyce  Road,  so 
called,  in  West  Wilton. 
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Article  10.  It  was  voted  to  discontinue  that  unused  por- 
tion of  old  Route  31  at  the  spot  of  the  Old  Stone  Arch  Bridge 
near  the  Greenville  Town  Line,  leading  southwesterly  and 
westerly  from  the  southerly  side  of  the  present  Route  31  across 
the  Souhegan  River  at  said  Old  Bridge  site.  It  was  explained 
that  the  Town  was  merely  giving  up  a  right  of  way,  which 
would  revert  hack  to  the  abutting  land  owner.  Philip  C.  Keald. 
Article  11.  It  was  voted  to  celebrate  the  200th  Anniversary 
of  the  Incorporation  of  the  Town  in  1962.  It  was  stated  that 
no  appropriation  would  be  needed  for  this  purpose.  It  was 
voted  that  the  Selectmen  appoint  a  committee  for  this  purpose. 
Article  12.  It  was  voted  that  the  Selectmen  appoint  a 
commtitee  of  three  to  look  into  the  matter  of  adopting  the  pro- 
visions of  Chapter  252  of  the  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes 
Annotated,  1955,  and  any  amendments  thereto,  relating  to  the 
construction,  maintenance  and  repairs  of  sidewalks  and  sewers 
within  ihe  Town. 

Article  13.  The  appropriation  of  $7,000.00  for  the  re- 
valuation of  all  taxable  property  by  Agents  of  the  State  Tax 
Commission  was  defeated  by  a  ballot  vote. 

Article  14.  It  was  voted  to  appoint  a  committee  to  in- 
vestigate the  feasibility  of  establishing  a  building  code  and/or 
zoning  ordinances.

Other  staff  members  include  the  school  nurse,  Mrs. 
Charlotte  Pollock,  whose  work  is  well  organized.  Fol- 
low-up calls  either  by  phone  or  by  home  visits  alert 
parents  of  the  child's  needs  in  health  improvement. 

Cafeteria 

The  cafeteria  program  is  under  the  capable  super- 
vision of  Mrs.  Lorraine  Tuttle  and  three  assistants: 

Mrs.  Geraldine  Jarest  and  Mrs.  Barbara  Harwood, 
full  time;  and  Mrs.  Dorothy  Atwood,  part  time. 

More  than  three  hundred  children  per  day  are  fed. 
This  large  enrollment  in  the  cafeteria  puts  heavy  strain 
on  the  limited  facilities  in  terms  of  cooking  space,  re- 
frigeration and  serving  space.  The  cafeteria  staff 
merit  the  congratulation  and  appreciation  of  the  com- 
munity for  the  high  standards  of  their  achievements. 

Instruction 

The  instruction  in  the  elementary  school  is  of  a  high 
order  due  to  the  retention  of  a  high  caliber  staff.  The 
classroom  studies  are  well  planned,  well  motivated  and 
good  results  are  evident  in  the  daily  written  work.  The 
attractive,  modern  classrooms  are  conducive  to  and 
a  challenge  to  the  best  efforts  of  teachers  and  pupils. 

It  is  estimated  that  about  90%  of  what  is  learned 
comes  through  reading.  High  schools  and  colleges  are 
faced  as  never  before  with  the  need  for  overcoming  the 
pupils'  shortages  in  reading.  This  is  in  part  due  to  the 
advance  in  compulsory  school  attendance  from  four- 
teen years  to  sixteen  years  and  to  the  recognition  of 
the  fact  that  a  high  school  diploma  is  the  minimum 
educational  achievement  in  today's  economy. 

In  October,  Mr.  John  C.  Hastings  presented  at  the 
elementary  teachers'  meeting  the  Primary  Research 
Reading  Laboratory  now  being  tried  in  the  third  and 
fourth  grades.  It  is  essential  that  more  time  and  fur- 
ther use  of  the  materials  be  given  for  the  individual 
pupil  to  learn  the  techniques  needed  in  the  reading  kit. 

The  Metropolitan  Achievement  Test  results  in  May 
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showed   that    the    average    grade    level   increased    as 
shown  by  th  following  table.

Consideration  of  the  return  to  more  essay  examina- 
tions in  English,  History,  Science  and  Mathematics 
may  well  begin  in  the  intermediate  grades  and  be  ex- 
tended through  Junior  High  and  Senior  High  Schools 
to  improve  pupils'  scholarships  for  entrance  to  college. 

Local  special  classes  for  the  training  and  education 
of  the  pupils  who  are  incapable  of  meeting  academic 
success  in  the  regular  program  in  the  elementary  and 
in  the  high  school  should  be  provided.  The  New  Hamp- 
shire State  Department  of  Education  is  setting  up  the 
framework  for  such  special  educational  facilities  with- 
in the  school  districts.  The  state  will  subsidize  such 
approved  classes  of  fifteen  pupils  by  at  least  $100  per 
pupil  per  year.  Wilton  and  Lyndeborough  are  first  on 
the  list  for  the  organization  of  such  a  class. 

Many  changes  in  the  content  of  the  basic  subjects 
of  arithmetic,  science  and  the  social  studies  are  soon 
to  be  made  available  in  new  state  recommended  courses 
of  study  and  in  new  text  books  from  the  publishers  of 
school  texts.  The  next  three  to  five  years  will  challenge 
teachers  to  adapt  their  teaching  skills  to  new  materials 
and  subject  concepts  for  today's  children  who  are  soon 
to  participate  in  the  new  era  of  the  space  age. 

Buildings  and  Grounds 

The  buildings  and  grounds  are  in  good  condition. 
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The  needed  repairs  and  improvements  are  reflected  in 
the  budget  items. 

In  September  1962,  there  will  be  more  elementary 
classrooms  having  two  grades  per  room  as  every  grade 
enrollment  will  exceed  40.  Within  a  short  period  of 
time  more  classrooms  will  be  needed  in  the  elementary 
and  secondary  schools. 

Finance 

The  School  Board's  Budget  for  1962-63  shows  a  net 
increase  of  $4901.82  over  1961-62.  The  area  of  major 
increases  are  reflected  in  teachers'  salaries  $5930,  to 
prevent  the  large  turnover  experienced  in  recent  years; 
textbooks  and  scholars'  supplies  $1886,  because  of  in- 
creased enrollments;  Statutory  obligations  $851.42;  sal- 
ary of  clerical  assistant  in  High  School  office  $585,  hours 
to  be  increased;  salary  of  custodian  $270;  Lights  and 
other  operational  expenses  $455;  Elementary  tuitions 
$643;  special  activities  $600;  District  share  of  Teacher 
Retirement  and  Social  Security  $538.45;  Insurance, 
Bonds  and  Social  Security  for  other  employees  not 
under  Retirement  $112.55;  Other  minor  increases 
amounting  to  $366.00,  making  a  total  increase  of 

$12,237.42

Salary  $219.65;  Other  Expenses  of  Instruc- 
tion $146.00;  Fuel  or  Heat  $20.00,  Repairs 
and  Replacements  $4086.06;  New  Equipment 
$1589.54;  Payments  on  Principal  of  Debt 
$803.04;  Payments  of  Interest  $471.31.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 

To  the  Superintendent,  School  Board, 
and  Citizens  of  Wilton: 

I  herewith  submit  my  second  report  as  Principal 
of  Wilton  High  School. 

Are  We  Aware  of  the  Times? 

The  months  roll  by,  each  more  quickly  than  the 
last  .  .  .  The  years  are  marked  off  the  calendar  of  time 
.  .  .  The  World  knows  not  where  fighting  will  flare  up 
next  .  .  .  The  population  of  the  United  States  of  Amer- 
ica is  reaching  a  size  beyond  the  expectations  of  demo- 
graphists  .  .  .  Krushchev  still  plans  to  see  Communism 
rule  the  World  .  .  .  Men  orbit  the  earth  in  rockets 
costing  billions  of  dollars  .  .  .  Spies  are  caught  and  sen- 
tenced to  jail  .  .  .We  hear  cries  of  education  -  space 
-  money  -  big  cars  -  color  T.V.  -  go  to  college  -  quit 
school  now  and  earn  big  money  -  get  ahead  .  .  . 

Yes,  we  are  all  involuntarily  caught  up  in  a  whirl- 
pool of  confusion,  pressure,  and  change.  Yet  our  chil- 
dren are  doing  the  same  things  now  as  we  did  years 
ago  —  attending  public  school;  most,  in  hopes  of  be- 
coming prepared  to  take  their  place  in  the  World.  Is 
the  Public  School  System  of  Wilton  meeting  this  chal- 
lenge satisfactorily?  What  must  be  done  to  improve 
the  quality  of  education  at  Wilton  High  School?  I 
hope  to  enlighten  you  on  both  of  these  issues  in  this 
report. 

Quantity 

According  to  a  survey  published  by  the  N.  H.  State 
Department  of  Education,  Wilton  High  School  has 
had  over  the  past  three  years  a  drop-out  rate  of  only 
2.1%.  We  have  the  fourth  lowest  rate  in  New  Hamp- 
shire. This  indicates  that  our  children  want  to  learn, 
and  that  the  school  has  something  for  almost  every 
child. 

Let  us  examine  first  the  quantitative  aspects  of  our 
educational  system  here  in  Wilton: 
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A  new  laboratory  was  installed  for  our  chemistry, 
physics,  and  general  science  classes.  For  many  years 
only  a  maximum  of  eighteen  youngsters  could  work 
at  once;  now,  we  can  handle  twenty-four.  This  new 
lab  complements  the  biology  laboratory  installed  two 
years  ago;  thus,  providing  good,  modern  science  facili- 
ties for  our  children. 

The  language  laboratory  now  has  expanded  to 
twelve  student  booths  capable  of  handling  two  pro- 
grams of  French  instruction  simultaneously.  An  excel- 
lent library  of  practice  tapes  add  to  the  value  of  this 
facility. 

The  addition  of  improved  materials  to  assist  in- 
struction in  reading,  coupled  with  a  language  arts  study 
group  that  meets  regularly  has  helped  Wilton  to  make 
definite  progress  in  this  all-important  area. 

Still  speaking  in  terms  of  quantity,  we  are  enroll- 
ing about  one  new  division  of  students  a  year.  In 
1960-61,  we  avereraged  240  students  in  grades  7  through 
12;  in  1961-62  we  had  about  264  students;  and,  the 
statistics  for  1962-63  indicate  an  enrollment  of  285. 
This  places  an  increased  burden  on  the  physical  facili- 
ties. This  year,  classes  are  meeting  in  rooms  which 
are  totally  unsuitable  for  classes  —  the  mechnical  draw- 
ing room  which  has  iron  support  posts  about  the  room 
and  insufficient  area  —  the  music  room  which  does 
not  have  desks.  These  additional  students  will  require 
that  the  music  room  be  converted  to  a  classroom  and 
used  as  such  for  a  major  portion  of  the  time.  This  will 
cause  hardships  in  the  area  of  vocal  music,  instrumental 
music,  and  cafeteria  space.  Wilton  must  begin  plans 
to  create  additional  classroom  space  by  September  of 
1963. 

Quality 

In  Education,  we  are  concerned  with  the  quality 
of  instruction  the  children  are  receiving,  and  with  the 
quality  of  the  youngsters  being  taught.   At  present,  we 
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are  still  in  the  midst  of  a  cycle  of  young  and  inexperi- 
enced teachers.  The  average  experience  of  our  staff 
in  grades  seven  through  twelve  can  be  tabulated  as 
follows:

This  table  is  not  impressive!  Regardless  of  the 
calibre  of  the  younger  teachers  and  their  desires  and 
capabilities  to  improve,  the  children,  still  are  receiving 
less  than  the  best  possible  education.  This  could  be 
tolerated,  if  we  knew  that  these  teachers  would  be  re- 
maining here  and  growing  in  experience  with  our 
youngsters.  However,  as  I  stated  earlier,  we  are  seem- 
ingly in  a  cycle  and  the  prospect  for  holding  our  teach- 
ers is  not  good.  This  area  also  bears  need  of  study. 

The  youngsters  of  Wilton  and  Lyndeborough  come 
to  Wilton  High  School  with  many  varied  and  wonder- 
ful talents.  As  I  stated  in  my  report,  a  year  ago,  the 
primary  reason  for  our  existence  as  a  secondary  school 
is  to  provide  the  best  possible  learning  experiences  for 
these  youngsters.  Anything  short  of  the  best  hurts 
the  children  —  no  one  else. 

Parents  must  decide  to  take  a  stronger  interest  in 
the  education  of  every  child  and  especially  their  own. 
Citizens,  who  may  not  have  children  in  school,  must 
realize  that  the  future  of  Wilton  depends  on  a  con- 
tinuing supply  of  willing  and  capable  young  people  — 
armed  with  knowledge  —  fired  with  enthusiasm,  and 
willing  to  settle  in  Wilton  to  help  it  grow.
